—— Pereas the exceſſive number of Hackney Coaches , and d Coach. hozſes; in and a⸗

bout the Cities of London aud Weſtminſter, and the Suburbs thereof, are found 
to be a common Nuiſance to thepublique Dammage of Our People, by reaſon 
of their rude and diloꝛderly ſtanding, and paſſing to and fro, in and about Our 
ald Cities and Suburbs, the Dtreets and Highways being thereby peſtred and 

2 Wed. th | made unpaſſable, the Pavements bꝛoken up, and the Common Paſſages obſtru⸗ 
tted and become dangerous . Our Peace violated, and lundzy other milchieks and evils occaſio- 


ned: 
We taking into Our Pꝛinteiy Conſideration tlete apparent Fnconveniences, and reſolving that a 
. ſpeedy remedy be applyed to meet with, and Reels them foz the future, Do by and with the Ad- 


vice of Our Pꝛivy Counſel, Publiſh Dur No al n ill and Pleaſure tobe, And we d by this Dur 


P2oclamation expreſly Charge and Command. That no Perſon o Perlons, of what Eltate, 
Degree, oz Quality whatſoever, Keeping oꝛ Uſing any Hackney Coaches, oz Coach-hozſes, Do, 
from and after the ſixth day of November next, permit oꝛ ſuffer the ſaid Coaches and Hozſes, oz any 
of them, to ſtand. 02 rematn, in any the Streets 02 Paſſages in oꝛ about Dur ſatd Cities, either of 
London 9} Weſtminſter, 02 the Suburbs belonging to either of them, to be there hired ; but that they 
and every of them keep their ſaid Coaches and Hozſes within thetr relpective Coach-houſes, Sta- 
bles and Yards (Whither ſuch Perlons as deſire to Hire the ſame may reloꝛt koꝛ that purpoſe) upon 
pain of Our high Difpleaſure, and ſuch Fozfettures, Pains and Penalties as may be inflicted fo the 
Contempt of * Nopal Commands in the Pꝛemiles, Wyereot we chall expect a ſtrict Ac. 
compt. 

And fo: the due execution of Our Plealure herein, We do further Charge and Command the Lozd 


May9: and Aldermen of Dur City of London, That they in their ſeveral Wards, And Our Juſtices 
of Peace within Our ſaid Cities of London ind Weſtminſter , and the Liberties and Suburbs 


thereof; and all other Our Officers, and Miniſters of Puſtice, to whom it appertaineth, do take eſpe- 
cial care in their reſpective Limits, that this Dur Command be duly obſerved. And that they from 
time to time, return the names of all thoſe who: ſhall Wllfully offend in the Pzemiſes, to Our Pztvy 


Council, and to the end they may be pzoceeded againſt by Indictments and Pꝛeſentments, foz the 
Nutlance and otherwile, accozding to the ſeveritydf the Law, and Demerits of the Offenders. 


Given at Our Court at Whitehall the Eightcenth day of Offober, in the Twelfth year of Our Reign
